LONDON, Monday, March 20.—Yes- 
terday’s aeroplane raid over the Kent 
coast had one feature.to distinguish ft 
from its predecessors—pursuing British 
aviators brought one of the four Ger- 
man machines down.

LONDON, March 19.—The Daily 
Chronicle’s Amsterdam correspondent 
cables that it is impossible to exagger- 
ate the anger and anxiety all over Hol- 
land over the news of a second Uisaster 
to Dutch shipping in the North Sea. 
“The outlook now,” says the corre- 


spondent, “ is most serious. Last night 
in all the street crowds and café throngs 
in Amsterdam one heard on all ‘sides 
expressions of exasperation and declara- 
tions that the time to act had arrived. 
Holland has suddenly changed from a 
nation indirectly affected by the war 
to one prepared and determined if 
necessary to take a very different role. 
A sudden wag) mes has seized the 
people, 

-“T am reliably informed that three 
very large submarines, each carrying 
120 men. were completed at Antwerp 
last week and are being prepared for 
immediate service on the Belgian coast.” 


THE HAGUE, March 19.—The press of | 
the Netherlands in discussing the sink- 
ing of the Hiner Tubantia refers to the 
possibilities of war between Germany 
and Holland. 

The Amsterdam Handelsblad, after 
discussing the uselessness of such a con- 
flict and considering the many ties be- 
tween the two countries adds: 

** Nevertheless nothing would be more 
damaging to our independence and na- 
tional existence than the conviction gain- 
ing ground that we are unprepared to 
shed our blood for the defense of our 
rights and independence.”’ 

The Handelsblad does not believe, how- 
ever, it says, that Germany will with- 
hold clear guarantees against a repeti- 
tion of such an incident as that of the 
Tubantia, and continues: 

‘If the attack was made against the 
orders of the German Admiralty we ex- 
pect the submarine commander w.ll get 
what a pirate deserves.’’ » 

The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant 
Says: 

“If the German Navy seeks a con- 
flict with us it should say so. The Ger- 
man Government is using the surest 
means of hurting our national feelings.’’ 

The Vaderland asks if the time has not 
come for America, Holland, Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Sweden, Norway, and Den- 
mark to take combined action, ‘‘ as their 
interests coincided and there can be no 
doubt concerning their sentiments.. The 


South American republics are interest- 
ed,’’ it continues, ‘“pecause the loss of 
the Tubantia depet ves them of one of the 
few remaining links with Europe The 
Vaderland believes that joint diplo- 
matic pressure would convince Germany 
that the present method of submarine 
warfare must be abandoned.’’

House Will Pass: Hay Army Bill 

This Week and Senate Will Take 

Up Same Subject for Debate.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Evidence 
of co-operation between President Wil- 
son and Congress, which may lead to an 
early adjournment at the Capitol, is seen 
by Administration officials in the action 
Lof the Senate and House in putting pre- 
paredness legislation ahead of rte bills 
and practically removing the European 
and Mexican questions from the field of 
debate through votes supporting the 
President. Although some Congressional 
leaders, notably Speaker Clark, say Con- 
gress will be in session until Fall, Ad- 
ministration officials predicted confi- 
dently today that adjournment would 
come in June or early in July. 

A large legislative program still awaits 
action. It includes the Army and Navy 
bills, a Tariff Commission bill, the 
Philippine bill,. rural credit legislation, 
several appropration and revenue bills, 
shipping legislation, revenue measures, 
and the Immigration bill. Comparatively 
little loss of time is looked for, however, 
over any Of these measures, except the 
shipping and revenue bills. 

e President is very desirous that 
Congress take action on the important 
questions now pending before the polit- 
ical conventions assemble in June and 
July. Work on the Democratic plat- 
form already has been begun on the as- 
sumption that this can be accomplished. 

It is expected that the House will pass 
the Hay Army Reorganization bill by 
Thursday, at the latest. In the discus- 
sfon of this Measure there has been evi- 
detice’ of more solidarity among Demo- 
crats than had been exhibited at any 
time since the session began. In 
fact, the general support which has ral- 
lied around natiétial defense legislation 
has been a’ surprise to the Administra- 
tion leaders, who had expected to en- 
counter bitter antagonism. 

There is no doubt, however, that there 
are ‘difficulties ahead for the Army bill 
on account of the wide divergence be- 
tween the Senate and House bills. Sen- 
ator ‘Chamberlain, plans to call up the 
Senate measure tomorrow and: to move 
that it replace the Public Lands Water 
Power bill as unfinished , business. 
Whether this move will succeed .is doubt- 
ful, because there are several Senators 
who believe that the Senate should wait 
until the House bill has been passed and 
that it should be used as the vehicle Yor 
the preparedness debate in place of the 
Senate bill. There will be no long de- 
lay, however, as the House measure will 
reach the Senate later in the week. 

The Senate is to vote next Tuesday on 
the Tillman bill for an $11,000,000 Gov- 
ernment armor plant. Senators Penrose, 
Oliver, Lodge, and other Republicans are 
prepared to attack the measure, but its 
passage has been assured ever since 
the Naval Affairs Committee reported it. 

With the Army bill well on its way, 
the- House Naval Affairs Committee is 
preparing to wind up hearings on the 
Naval Construction bill. Representative 
Padgett, Chairman of the committee, 
plans to report the bill early in April.

SEES SWIFT END 
IF VILLA FIGHTS 


Washington Admits He Has Ad- 


vantage if He Tries Hid- 
ing in Old Haunts. 





PERSHING HAS MANY SCOUTS 





Foresaw Possible Prolonged 
Hunt and So Made His 
Plans Before Starting: 





WASHINGTON, March 16.—In view of 
the fact that Francisco Villa, fleeing 
with his outlaw followers before the ad- 
vance of the American expeditionary 
forces in Mexico, has reached his own 
country in the Guerrero district, high 
officers of the Army said tonight that 
he might almost indefinitely evade vap- 
ture there. If the bandit chieftain makes 
a stand, Washington is satisfied that 
the campaign will quickly end. But if 
he leaves his followers, military author- 
ities agree, he can reach a haven of 
safety in the nearby mountains in less 
than a day of riding. 

The War Department anxiously is 
awaiting word that contact has been es- 
tablished with the bandits. Although it 
was said at department that no of- 
ficial] information as to the whereabouts 
of the outlaws\ had been received from 
the border, the\press dispatches passed 
by the military censor with the expedi- 
tionary forces were accepted as reliable. 
Administration officials were deeply con- 
cerned over the report that Villa had 
raided American “colonies, killing the 
residents. 

In the Guerrero district and:in the 
country adjacent to Babricora -Villa is 
at home. For years he operated there 
in defiance of the laws of Mexico and its 
constituted authorities. The mountains 
to the west offer countless hiding places 
and routes of escape. If hard pressed 
Villa might abandon his men, don the 
garb of a peon, and flee so far into the 
south that it. would be exceedingly diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to apprehend him. 

To meet just this situation General 
Pershing; it was learned tonight, has 
authority to employ trusted Mexican 
and other scouts who have lived their 
lives in the mountainous districts. These 
men know the hiding places in which the 
bandits are likely to take refuge if hard 
pressed. Upon them as a final resort 
will fall the task of running Villa to 
earth. Blaborate. scouting plans, are 
understood to have been completed.

News of General Pershing’s presence 
with the vanguard was a surprise.

FRONTIER AGREEMENT 
LIMITED TO 2 YEARS 


Mexican Minister Gives Details 


of Arrangements for Pur- 
suit of Bandits. 


MEXICO CITY, March 19.—Minister of 
the Interior Acuna tonight made public 
a circular sent by telegraph to all Gov- 
ernors of Statés and Territories in the 
republic, advising them as to the details 
of the agreement entered into between 
the Am¢rican and’ Mexican Governments 
with regard to the crossing: of the fron- 
tier line by troops of the respective re- 
publics. In the communication the Min- 
ister says: 

“TI give these facts that the Govern- 
ment under your worthy charge may be 


in possession of thé contents of the 
notes*which up to date have passed be- 
tween the Governments of Mexico and 
the United States, and’/that you may 
know of the promises of the Mexican 
Government in the remote event of a 
ture of relations.’ 
“Phe telegram says that the agreement 
of July 29, 1882, between the United 
States and Mexico is still in force, and 
that it limits invading parties to the 
desert and unpopulated regions. The 
new agreement requires also, the tele- 
gram adds, that preliminary notice on

ATTACK CARRANZA PATROLS. 


Small Villista Bands in Five Skir- 
mishes Near Torreon. 


TORREON, Mexico, March 19.—Small 
bands ‘of Villistas attacked Carranza 
forces at five different points in the 
neighborhood of Torreon yesterday, ap- 
parently. with a. view:to reuching the 
Monteréy train which was derailed near 
Pomona two days ago. 

Concérted attacks were made against 
Villisca; Matamoros. Coyote, San Ig- 
nacio, and Cafion Chorritos, ‘where the 
Government patrols steadily held’ their 
ground, but with a small loss in killed 
and wounded. The train reached here 
today, passengers reporting that four 
Mexicans had been killed in the wreck, 
which was due to bad conditions of the 
roadbed. 

The Americans here, ee number 
about a hundred men, women, and chil- 
dren, including those in ages one are 
undecided about startins for the frontier 
as the train journeys are very slow, 
apart from risks of derailment. 

It is the belief here that there is abso- 
lutely no business here at present for 
Americans, and it might be better for 
them to go at least to Monterey. 


AMMUNITION SMUGGLED IN. 


American Makes Charge in El Paso 
to Government Authorities. 


EL PASO, Texas, March 19.—Ammu- 


nition is being smuggled across the 
border into Mexico daily, according to 
a stutement made here today from an 
authoritative source. The maker of the 
statement gave the information to the 
Government officials. 

‘“*I know,” he said, ‘‘ that the military 
and Federal puthoritinn are doing every- 
thing in their power to stop the traffic, 
but the smuggling is still going on. 
With about 1,500 miles of frontier, by 
far the greater part of which runs 
through lonely places, it is well- Mags 
impossible to stop completely this traffic 
with the handful of men the Govern- 
ment and border States have at their 
disposa!.’’ 

Americans from Mexico express the 
conviction that the Villistag' and other 
bands of insurrectionists will not have 
their operations curtailed by lack of 
ammunition.

PROMINENT. RANCHER’ SLAIN 


Enrico Viscontl, an ‘Italian Subject, 
Killed in Chihuahua—Protest 
to Go to Lansing. 


EL PASO, Texas, March 19.~Mra.. 
Wallace Rogers of Detroit, Mich., ar- 
rived here today with her baby, 15 
months old, and told how she had 
escaped Mexican bandits by hiding with 
the child for two days in the shaft of 
arm abandoned mine near Cananéa. Mrs. 
Rogers’s husband is interested in min- 
ing property near Cananea, but was 


jaway from home when the little colony 


fled on the approach of the bandits. 

‘The whole country around where I 
was living,”’ Mrs, Rogers said, “‘ was 
filled with abandoned mines, the shafts 
of some of which had been sunk 2,000 
feet or more. Most of the American 
men were away when we heard of the 
approach of the bandits. We fled to 
one of the abandoned mines, carrying 
whatever food we could snatch up. 
One of the men’ took my baby and we 
crawled down an abandoned shaft by 
ladders until we reached the 1,000-foot 
level. Heré we remained for twenty- 
four hours. ‘ 

‘* Finally, as we heard no shooting, 
one or the men ventured to the surface. 
He reported everything quiet, and we’re- 
‘turned to our homes. We had hardly 
reached there, however; when we again 
heard that the bandits were: coming. 
This time we went down to the 1,50v- 
foot level, where We remained another 
day. We were in alittle stope about 
ten feet square. We had no —— of any 
kind, and I had only a couple of cans 
of condensed milk to feed my baby. We 
just sat there on the floor in the black- 

ness and prayed. At last we could stand 
it no longer. I think we would have all 
gone mad if we. had stayed there. We 
crawled up into the sunshine. There 
was no sign of the bandits, and we made 
our way safely’ to Cananea, where we 
got a train.’’ 

No R t for American Flag. 

Mrs. Rogers declared not only that 
the bandits had no respect for the Amer- 
ican flag, but that it actually .incited 
them to outrages. The enly flag that

offered any protection at all, she de- 
clared, was the British. 

‘l am bitterly ashamed to admit it,’’ 
| she said, ‘** but whenever trouble started 
we began to hunt for a ‘ union jack.’ It 
| was by no meang a bullet-proof shield, 
i but it was the only flag 1 ever saw that 
the Mexicans paid any deference to, 
There was a young Englishman who 
committed suicide where I was. The 
Mexicans thceught he was an American 
and they hurriedly dug a shallow hole 
and were going to put him away without 
ceremony when the officer in command 
overheard some one say: ‘I wish we 
knew where his mother is,:so we could 
notify her. She is somewhere in Eng- 
land, but 1’ do not know where.’ The 
officer stopped the burial and asked if 
the suicide was an Englishman. When 
he learned that he was, he ordered the 
body preserved and tried for four days 
to get in touch with an English Consul.’’ 

Another refugee, who reached here to- 
day, had traveled 200 miles through 
Mexico on a motor cycle in search of 
safety. He was enn ea on the O. T. 
Ranch in Eastern Chihuahua. 

There were three of us on the 
ranch,’ he said, ‘‘ when we heard that 
a band of Mexican soldiers were going 
to pay us a visit. We were told they 
were Carranza followers, but we did 
not stop to inquire their politics or any- 
thing else about them. I jumped on 
my motor cycle and traveled about — 
miles in as many minutes. Then I 
lost and wandered over the country SS 
hours trying to find the border. Twice 
I was pursued by mounted Mexicans, 
but my cycle was too fast for them. 
was fired at a couple of times, but the 
bullets went wild. My gasoline was 
almost exhausted when I saw at last 
the Rio Grande.’ 

Refugees continue to arrive here and 
at other points along the border, but 
the majority of them refuse to discuss 
conditions in Mexico in any way, as 
they fear their property in that country 
would be destroyed if they aroused the 
resentment of the Mexicans. 


Italian Subject Murdered. 


Enrico Visconti, an Italian subject 
and one of the best known foreign 
ranchers in Mexico, was murdered by 
Mexican bandits on his ranch at En- 
cinillas, Chihuahua, last Tuesday. News 
of the murder reached here today in a 
telegram sént by Vincenzo Visconti, 
brother of the murdered man. 

The telegram was sent from Presidio 
by Wenceslas Garcia, a brother of the 
foreman of the ranch. The foreman 
escaped when Visconti was mipehored. 
and made his way safely to inaga 
where he communicated with fis 
brother. 


Visconti’s ranch was 75,000 acres in 
extent and situated 100 miles south of 
Ojinaga, and about an equal distance 
east of Chihuahua — The bandits 
Tie murdered him seized: his cousin, 
uan Bilboa, a Spaniard on his ranch 
sixty miles ‘southwest of Encinilias, a 
week previously, and held him for $1,500 
ransom, which was paid from El Paso. 

It is supposed Visconti refused the 
brigands’ demands for money, but no 
details have been received her 
A grown son of he ranchman ig thought 
to have been with him on the ranch, 
ee nothing is known here as to his 


The muréer of the ranch 
aroused deep indignation in the Italian 
colony here,.where he was known and 
respected. ‘He lived twenty-five 
youre in Mexico, never having been mo- 

sted before. His brother, Vincenzo 
Visconti, sent the following telegram to- 
ony £0 to the italian Ambassador in Wash- 
ngto 

I am sorry to notify your Excellenc 
that my brother, Enrico Viscon an 
Italian eltisen, has been murdered on 
his ranch in the State of Chihuahua, 
Mexico, it revolutionary soldiers, I 
beg your Excellency to protest to the 
State Department ainst this dut- 
rageous crime, which is like many oth- 
ers that are committed , daily on for- 
eigners in ‘that country,’’ 
isconti said that his telegram would 
be followed by a joint protest to Secre- 
an Lansing by the leading Italians 
re. 


“I have a large number of relatives 
in Mexico,’’*he said, “and there is ‘not 
one of them who has not been held for 
ransom or otherwise maltreated. Some 
of them I have been unable to get in 
touch with at all, and I do not know 
whether they are ‘dead or alive.”’

“ Starving” Process Soon Will Lead 
to Trouble for Cabinet, It Is ° 
Predicted in Athens.

ATHENS, Féb. 26, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—‘‘Greece is 
much more likely to be starved into war 
than Germany is to be starved out of 
it,” said a prominent official of the 
present Greek: Government to Thée—As- 
sociated Press correspondent.. The ex- 
pression is scarcely accurate, for while 
the prices of the ordinary commodities 
of life, and especiaMly foodstuffs, have 


.in many instances raha a in 


as to the mastery of the Mediterranean 
maintained by the Franco-British fleet. 
The “ starving ’”* process, therefore, is 
much more likely to lead to trouble for 
the present Greek Cabinet than, unac- 
companied by any other circumstance, 
to Greece’s enforced participation in the 
war. 

For the common people of Greece the 
situation is rapidly growing desperate. 
The gtreets of Athens are alive with 
beggars. The island of Samos is in a 
state of sporadic revolt. Piraeus phe 
Patras have had disquieting demonstra- 
tions of popular diseontent under the 
increased cost of living. While a mil- 
lion and a quarter pounds of tatoes 
rot on the ground in Thessaly for lack 
of transport, the price of potatoes in 
Athens has risen from 24 cents to 48 
cents a pound in the last year.

POTATO CARDS ISSUED 
TO BERLIN RESIDENTS 


50 Pounds in 60 Days the Limit, 
Also Quarter . Pound of 
Batter a Week.

BERLIN, March 19.—The régime of 
butter cards and potato cards goes into 
force in Greater Berlin tomorrow. The 
cards resemble those issued for bread, 
but are smaller. They entitle one adult 
to buy not more.than one-quarter 
pound of butter a week, also fifty 
pounds of potatoes a head in sixty days. 

Rations of just under one pound a 
day are considered by the Government 
food experts ample for the average per- 
son, but pravision is made for addi- 
tional allowances in special cases, such 
as those engaged in hard physical labor. 
It is good news to Berlin women that 
the ban on cake-baking, which expires 
today, will not be extended. 

There are many signs in all Germany 
that the food problem is being attacked 
as systematically, though slowly, as 
Verdun. A particularly significant por- 
tion of the new food legislation puts the 
importation of meats and meat prod- 
ucts from neutral countries under 
Governmental supervision, through the 
controlling agency of the —— pur- 
chasing office, which already super- 
vises the importation and diatribucion 
of foreign butter and vegetables. 

Another interesting fact comes from 
Munich, where the Bavarian military 
authorities haye decreed that in hotels, 
restaurants, and boarding houses not 
more than one meat dish may be served 
to one person at one méal.

Criticlsés National Security League 
and Denounces Military Train- 
ing In Schools. 


Amos R. EB. Pinchot addressed the 
Bronx Open Forum, Boston Road and 
166th Street, yesterday afternoon, speak- 
ing as an ardent’ pacifist on the sub-, 
ject, ‘America’s Greatest Hope and 
Greatest Danger.” His brother, Gifford 
Pinchot, addressed the Forum on the 
previous Sunday as an open advocate 
of preparedness, Edward Polak, Presi- 
dent of the Forum, introduced Amos. 
Pinchot as.a ‘* pacifist,” and the speak- 
er then qualified this characterization 
by saying; 

“I am proud to be introduced as a 
pacifist. I am not ashamed of being a 
pacifist, but I am not a peace-at-any- 
price pacifist. I believe in an efficient 
army and navy, and I am a pacifist be- 
cause I believe that pacifism leads to 
democracy.” 

Mr, Pinchot then spoke on militarism 
as a danger to which this country is now 
exposed. ' 

* Militarism does not consist in the 
possession of a gréat army and navy," 
he said. ‘‘It is also the state of mind 
which goes with great armies and na- 
vies. There can be no such thing’ as 
real democracy in a large country that 
is thoroughly prepared for war. The 
reason for this is that the very insist- 
ence upon aggressive power, which 
makes @ country arm itself to the teeth 
and subject its citizens to universal mili- 
tary service and those standards of 
obedience demanded by an uncompro- 
mising military system, is the product 
of a condition of mind which ig utterly 
opposed to democracy. 

‘* A militarist nation is at heart a na- 
tion in which fear has taken a strong 
hold upon popular imagination. WNa- 
tions, ike men, are generally aggressive 
and quarrelsome in proportion to their 
fear that they will be oppressed by their 
neighbors, or not given their just rights, 
unless they show fight. If such advo- 
cates of large preparedness as Mr. 
Roosevelt, Mr. Root, and Mr. Vander- 
lip are able to scare the United States 
into vast armament, it will mean that 
they have first been abié to scare us 
into a national condition of fear. 

‘“‘ And this very state of narrow na- 
tionalism, of distrust, of fear and hatred 
toward other peoples urged by our mili- 
tarists will immediately assert itself in 
our domestic life. It will demand, just 
as it has in Germany, an abatement of 
democracy in favor of a highly organ- 
ized autocratic efficiency, ostensibly for 
military purposes, but used to keep the 
people under. Gary, Perkins, Carnegie, 
although he is noted for his vast or- 
ganized charities, and the National City 
Bank and others, are looking forward 
to universal military training to make 
people more subservient to the present 
mR system.

Class of ‘Articles About to be 
Denied to the British Is 
Being Imported Here.

Many Fine Art Collections Now. 
Held in Europe Will Be Brought 
to the United States. 


In striking contrast to the forthcom- 
ing additional embargo by Great Britain 
on the importation of “‘ luxuries ’’ is the 
situation existing in the United States. 
Records of the New York Custom House | 
reveal that the high degree of prosperity 
brought here by foreign war order prof- 
its, bumper crops, and generally stimu- 
lated trade conditions at home, is being 
reflected in a vastly increased outlay by 
Americans for the very classes of lux- 
uries about to be denied to the British 
people, and which already have been 
greatly curtailed in all of the covntries 
now at war. : 

An official of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce whose duties 
keep him in.close touch with both out- 
ward and inward currents of trade told 
yesterday of the present ramifications 
He said: 

‘* At the outbreak of the European war 
there was a practical stoppa: for the 
time being of many lines of imports in 
what may be termed the luxury clas, 
owing to the upset conditions prevailing 
in the countries entering the war, but 
later there wag a resumption of traf- 
fic in these goods. As hostilities pro- 
gressed and the need on the other side of 
frugality became more emphasized, deal- 
ers in precious stones, art goods, toilet 
accessories, rich fabrics, and a great 
variety of crude products entering into 
the production of luxuries, realized that 
the only market left for these wares was 
the United States. 

‘*Wortunately for the European and 
Oriental handlers, the new crop of ‘ war 
millionaires’ arising in the United 
States, coupled with the general pros- 
perity here, met the situation perfectly 
from the foreigners’: point of view, as 
well as of merchants in this country. 
The result has been that during the past 
eight months there has been a very. no- 
table increase in the movement of all 
sorts of luxuries to this country.’) 

Elsewhere it was pointed out to a 
Times reporter that in cases where cer- 
tain foreign luxuries could not be had, 
due to. exhaustion or non-production, 
Americans had turned to doniestic prod- 
ucts to meet’ requirements. In this 
connection, American-made wines and 
champagnes were pointed out. While 
the imports here of French champagne 
have been better maintained than was 
generally expected, prices for the foreign 
product soared, and many users of both 
champagne and other wines made the 
acquaintance of American products for 
the first time. Much the same thing 
happened when German hosiery and 
French silk imports slackened, and, as 
in the case of the rman hosiery, ran 
down almost to the zero point. Ameri- 
can manufacturers stepped in and filled 
the needs of the public in a most satis- 
factory manner. 

John R. Hecht, the Government expert 
examiner of paintings at the Appraiser’s 
Stores, said brush productions of all 
kinds were increasing. He gave it as 
his view that many fine.collections, now 
held in Europe by wealthy individuals, 
might eventually find their way here 
owing to financial stringency abroad or 
the impairment of personal fortunes.

DIAMOND TRADE RACES CRISIS. 


Scarcity of Gems Due to Failure of 
South African Mines to Reopen. Be 


« Maiden Lane diamond importers are 
discussing a report from London an- 
nouncing that the opening of the big 
diamond mines in South Africa has been 
postponed indefinitely, The mines which 
are controlled by the Diamond Trust, 
known as the De Beers Consolidated 
Mines. Ltd., have been closed since the 
beginning of the European war, but ar- 
rangements had been made to resume 
operations early this year. Permission 
to use the necessary explosives to carry 
on the mining has now been refused by 
the British authorities because of the 
demand created by the war for the 
explosives for munition purposes. 

Lee Reichinan, Chairman of the Good 
and Welfare Committee of the National 
Jewelers’ Board of Trade, and a promi- 
nent diamond importer, said yesterday 
that the diamond trade in this country 
is facing a crisis, and unless the mines 
are soon opened again the business will 
be greatly handicapped. 


TO INCREASE BRITISH TAXES. 


Daily News. Predicts Higher Rates 
on Incomes and Luxuries. 


LONDON, Monday, March 20.—A con- 
siderable increase in taxation will‘ be 
proposed in the budget statement early 
next month, according to The Daily 
News Parliamentary correspondent. 

The correspondent expresses the belief 
that the income tax and taxes .on 
spirits, sugar, and tea will be increased 
and tnat new duties are likely to be 
levied on imported watches, clocks, 
hats, plate glass, and automobile tires. 

Among other posibilities, the corre- 
spondent adds, are increases in postal 
charges and a 10 per cent. tax on mining 
royalties.

and Aid His Wife. 


HOPE FOR HIS RECOVERY 
: ; \ 


Painter, Whose Fame Came. After 
He Lost, Mind, Again at Work ~ 
in Middletown Institution. 


While the paintings of Ralph Albert 
Blakelock, sudderflly come into public 
recognition, are bringing dealers thou- 
sands of dollars, a movement ‘has been 
started for the improvement of the con- 
dition of the sane artist and: his fam- 
ily, noné of whom has ever received more 
than the most meagre return from the 
paintings, The fact that $46,990 was re- 
cently paid at an augion sale for eleven 
Blakelocks for which the artist~received 
less than $2,000 has stimulated those ip- 
terested in the movement to eager ef- 
forts. . ‘i 

Blakelock has been insane for more 
than sixteen yéars,.-most of which time 
‘the has been an inmate in the State 
asylum at Middletown, N. Y., and his 
wife and-children have bgen living with 
insufficient means at Austin’s Glen, two 
miles from Catskill, N. Y. It is the hope 
of those interested in the movement to 
bring the family together, or at.least to 
give deserved comforts to Mrs. Blake- 
lock and her children, and to place the 
artist in an environment more’ encourag- 
ing to his physical and mental improve- 
ment. 

Upon learning that Blakelock had re- 
cently been nting in the asylum, and 
upon the recognition by several critics 
of artistic promise in his work, some 
admirers of the artist have been led to 
hope that the insane man’s genius might 
be restored with proper treatment, but 
this hope has been rather discouraged 
by those who, it would seem, are most 
competent to judge of the case. 

Blakelock is suffering from what is 
known as dementia praecox, and alien- 
ists are agreed, serrate 4 to’ informa- 
tion obtained yesterday, that this is in- 
curable, especially in a man of Blake- 
lock’s age, 68 years. Dr, Maurice C. 
Ashley, Superintendent of the asylum 
at Middletown, speaking over the long- 
distance telephone last night, said: 

** Of course, I cannot speak positively 
about Mr. Biakelock’s case, but I will 
say that his general condition might im- 
prove if he wére placed in more encour- 
aging surroundings than an asylum can 
affo is recovery is very. doubtful. 
I should not be inclined to expect it, 
especially in a case of such long dura- 
tion as his. The patient, however, is 
no longer violent to any extent, so his 
removal would be possible. He now has 
the freedom of the hospital yard and 
takes sufficient exercise to keep him in 
reasonable health.’’

I understand that the 
film industry is the fifth in importance 
in this country, and we cannot afford 
to ignore it any more than we can af- 
ford to ignore the telephone or any of 
the other great modern inventions which 
our generation has given to the world. 
It may well be that in the future paint- 
ers and poet producers will devote them- 
selves to giving to the world through 
the medium of this new art the wonders 
of: history as they are already eving 
the beauties of the world of today. 
once color can be added there will be 
no limit to the importance of the film, 
and I have no doubt that much of; the 
education of children Will be imparted 
by this means, for what we take in 
through the pleasure of the senses is 
more readily etamned than’ that which 
we acquire througti) the more painful 
process of cramming. Hitherto it had 
been the complaint of the actor that, 
unlike other pwiylic men,’ his work was 
denied to posterity. Now that posterity. 
has been’ conferred upon him with a 
vengeance he can no lon ne rely for his 
fame oh the rose-tinted obituaries of 
friendly critics, for not only is he re- 
corded optically on the film but orally 
on the gramophone.” 

The actor-manager asserted that it 
was the human note in Shapespeare the 
actor and producer should.seek to strike, 
and then he pointed out this human 
note as revealed in some of the poet’ “ 
greatest character drawings. 
touched lightly. on the Bacon- Shake- 
speare controversy resurrected recently 
in Chicago and said he should not be 
surprised if the Baconians were seek- 
ing ‘‘to break up the celebrations in- 
tended for the usurping Shakespeare.’’ 
In closing he said: 

‘Ladies and gentlemen, we who are 
lovers of the theatre can only hope 
that out of the terrors of this wasteful 
war may spring a greater literature, so 
that the peoples of the world may de-' 
vote to the constructive arts the genius 
which has now beén debased to the 
science of destruction. Nothing is so 
eonducive to the development of the 
tolerant spirit which today is needed by 
all the peoples of the earth, as the les- 
sons of humanity taught us by Shake- 
speare. Let us hope that the celebra- 
tions which are associated with “his 
name may witness the dawn of peace 
and the triumph of that mercy which 
is above the sceptred sway of kings. 
In that great moment America and Eng- 
land will stand side by side, and as- 
suredly there can be no greater bond of 
sympathy between our two countries 
than that afforded by our common herit- 
age, the language of Shakespeare and 
the ideals to which he has given’ im- 
mortal utterance.’’

to: the Governor. 





HE IS HELD RESPONSIBLE 





Gathering of 5,000 Votes to Sustain 
the Rev. Father Farrell, Who 
Issues Another Pamphlet, 





Five thousand delegates at the quart- 
erly convention of the |\Holy Name So- 
ciety, representing .two hundred and 
thirty Roman Catholic churches in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan, the Bronx, 
Brooklyn, and Richmond were yesterday 
instructed to sign and mail. personally 
to Governor Whitman a protest against 
the continuation of th® investigation of 
charities by Commissioner Charles H. 
Strong. The document, copies of which 
were passed around to the delégates 
meeting in St. Francis Xavier's Church 
in West Sixteenth Street, read as fol- 
lows 


I denials desire to submit my pro- 
test against the continuation of the pro- 
ceedings of the Strong Committee, whose 
methods are arousing the worst form of 
bigotry in this community and are bring- 
ing unmerited abuse and vilification qn 
the Catholic sisterhoods, 

Inasmuch as. this committee owes its 
existence to an executive order of your 
Excellency, I have no hesitation in saying 
that you’ will: be considered responsible for 
its actions and that I, as a Catholic, and 
others of my faith most deeply resent a 
procedure fhat hag brought so much injury 
and pain to these who have devoted their 
lives to the service of God’s poor. 


The delegates unanimously -voted to 
sustain the stand taken by the Rev. 
Father William B. Farrell of the Church 
of SS, Peter and Paul, in Brooklyn, 
against the inquiry conducted by the 
commission. 


Copies of stil] another pamphlet issued 
by Father Farrell attacking the com- 
mission and its work were distributed 
yesterday at various Catholic churches. 
The new document was headed, ‘ Priest 
Baiting in 1916. The Strong Commis- 


sion Now an Oligarchy.’’ There was a 
quotation from ‘Burton, in a footnote 
on the title page, defining oligarchy as 
‘a form of government wherein a few 
men domineer, do what they list.’’ 

Inside the title page was a quotation 
from Samuel Adams: ‘ Courage then, 
my countrymen; our contest is not only 
whether we ourselves shal} be free, but 
whether there shall be left to mankind 
an asylum on earth for civil and 
religious liberty.’” Below was the in- 
junction: ‘* After reading, pass to your 
fair-minded neighbor.”’ 

The pamphlet attacked the Strong 
Commission as going beyond the powers 
delegated by the State law to Com- 
missioners. Father Farrell said: 

A review of the acts of the Strong 
Conimission will show that they have 
departed from the intent of their appoint- 
ment and have rambied nfiscellaneously 
without any warrant whatever. The Com- 
missioner has the power to investigate in 
the State service only, and not the Depart- 
ment of Charities. 

Commissioner Strong, his counsel, John 
Kirkland Clark, and William H. Hotch- 
kiss, counsel for Commissioner Kings- 
bury of the City Department of Chari- 
ties, were attacked for their attempt to 
get Father Farrell to give evidence: 

I do not hesitate to affirm that there 
has hardly been so great an outrage on 
indfvidual rights and personal liberty since 
the British evacuated New. York. 

Father Farrell added that he had made 
reports in the newspapers the basis for 
some of his criticisms in previous 
pamphlets, and pdinted out that if er- 
roneous reports of the proceedings of 
the commission had been published, none 


of them had been corrected by Mr. 
Strong. 

Father Farrell discussed a pamphlet 
sent to}members of the State Charities’ 


Aid Association by George F. Canfield, 
Vice President of that organization, 
which, Father Farrell said, Edward 
A. Moree, a secretary and press agent 
of the association, had admitted pub- 
lishing after Cotnmissioner Kingsbury 
had promised $500 for the purpose. 
Father Farrell spoke of the pamphlet 
as ‘‘ this assassination of the children’s 
institutions by an anonymous and de- 
manediy misleading ublication.’’

the massive frame of the black slave, 
who .rent asunder the iron bars of a 
prison window and broke the back of 
a bull with equal ease. 

Maeiste is back in Broadway «gain, 
this time in a picture called “ Marvcl- 
ous Maciste;’’ which was shown for the 
first time here yesterday in the. Park 
Theatre... Apprecating the publicity 
value of the Italian actor's magnificent 
physique, just as Charles Chaplin’s pro- 
ducers were quick to capitalize his mus- 
tache and walk, the. Italo Film Com- 

pany has prepared @ picture in which 
the athletic. prowess of this superman 
is featured. 

For the most part it is an amusing 
picture, in which there are some clever 
touches. Not the least of these is the 
sketching of the story. A band of con- 
spirators is pursuing a young woman, 
and in her flight she seeks refuge in a 
cinema theatre. ‘Here she sees Maciste 
in ‘‘ Cabiria ’’ on the screen performing 
the: feats of strength that made him 
famous in that picture, ana she resolves 
to call on him for aid in escaping her 
persecutors. When he-meets her in the 
garden of an inn it is necessary to out- 
line the conspiracy, but this is done 
vrietly and without inconsequential de- 
ta . 


How effective is this deletion of un- 
important detail is shown at the very 
pt legen of the film. Here the girl is 
seen dodging in and out side streets 
and dropping over walls in an effort to 
elude her pursuers. -It is obvious from 
their villainous demeanor that they are 
rascals, and the sympathy is with the 
girl, although there has yet been noth- 
ing to suggest why she is pursued. 

It is when the girl is abducted by the 
conspirators almost “from under Ma- 
ciste’s nose that the thrills begin. He 
poke up a fallén forest tree and drags 
t into the road. down which the motor 
in which the girl has been carried away 
is speeding. Later he finds the hiding 
place of the gang and is saved from a 
watery grave ‘by supporting his great 
body by the sheer strength of his limbs. 
The proprietor of the rendezvous, under 
promise of letting him escape, has sent 
Maciste through a door leading to a 
trap that drops into the river below. 
But he supports himself by pressing 
hands and feet against two buttresses, 
separated by the length of his out- 
stretched body, later to return and rout 
the gang. 

The catching up of a man who has 
alighted from a moving train, Maciste’s 
escape from the gang’s clutches by pin- 
ioning one guard against a table with 
his own bound ‘feet until the strength 
has been crushed out of him, and then 
lifting a table with his teeth and plac- 
ing it on another and from this vantage 
erushing his shoulder through the ceil- 
ing to the room above, where the girl 
is imprisoned, are two of his most 
thrilling stunts. 

The heartiest laugh any movie theatre 
has heard in recent months was evoked 
by a scene in *“* The Lost Bridegroom,” 
a Famous Players-Paramount picture 
shown yesterday at the Strand. The 


.jincident that caused the laughter was 


extremely elemental. John Barrymore, 
playing the part of a young man of 
social position suffering oe aphasia 
and marooned in a cheap lodging house, 
walked into the hallway, slapped a 
man who had been abusing his little 
boy a smart blow across the face, 


turned on his heel, and re-entered the 
room. Every movie comedy is satu- 
rated with similar events, and. each 


always elicits a bya 
ne ordinary movie lau 
in one big crescendo, elie and 
then rose again. It must have iasted 
sixty seconds, which is a long time for 
a cinema laugh to linger. It was ue 
what Mr. Barrymore did but mgs Pew 
he did it that brought such joy to his 
spectators. It was at once a whole- 
souled and an impersonal slap, and this 
combination of enthusiasm without ani- 
mus gave it an unusually comic aspect.

JOHN McCORMACK’S RECITAL 


Large Audience Hears the Tenor in 
Songs Not Given Here Before. | 


John McCormack gave his seventh re- 
cital of the season at Carnegie Hall yes- 
terday afternoon before a large audi- 
ence. The tenor sang an aria from 
Mozart’s ‘‘ Cosi fan tutte’’; songs by 
Schumann, Reger, Enrique Granados, 
and Mendelssohn, all of them in Eng- 
lish; a group of Irish folksongs which 
included some he had not sung before 
here, and, in conclusion, a set of “‘ Five 
Songs of Laurence Hope,”’ by Harry T. 
Burleigh, which were sung for the first 
time in public at yesterday's concert, as 
was Granados’ s song, ‘! The Goddess in 
the Garden.’ 

Mr. McCormack was somewhat both- 
ered bya cold and the management 
made an apology for him from the stage 
at the beginning. In spite of this he 
was able to sing his whole program 
and add mariy encores without apparent 
difficulty. The songs of Mr. Burleigh, 
constituting a whole division on the 
program, attracted interest as novelties. 

hey are well-made songs which con- 
tain some rich and appropriate coloring 
and generally find -fitting expression 
for the words of the texts, which are 
Oriental. Mr, Burleigh does not remain 
consistently Oriental in his musical 
Style. Most of the middle sections of 
the songs, especially, employ harmoni- 
zation and melodic line, and the devices 
of form in sequence and “ working- 
over’ that are not suggestive of Ori- 
ental music.

PERILOUS STATE OF THE NAVY. 

The people of the United States will 
note that a bandit crosSing the border 
has accomplished more for the pre- 
paredness of the army than the re- 
peated pleas of army officers of great 
distinction. There are reasons to fear 
that the descent of an enemy upon our 
coast will similarly be necessary to in- 
spire legislation which naval officers 
have urged for years. 

The commander in chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet reports that we need 
25,000 enlisted men now; that many 
of our battleships, destroyers, arid 
submarines are laid up or helpless for 
need of crews to man them. The com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific Fleet 
states that 5,000 men are needed at 
once to man the cruisers on the Pacific 
Coast, and he recommends that every 
one of these ships should be commis- 
sioned at once. He further says that 
one modern battle cruiser of a hostile 
nation could sink the whdle’ naval 
force in the Pacific Ocean today with- 
out itself being injured. 

It ig known that during the. last 
three years the Navy Department has 
been urged annually to increase the 
number of enlisted men and officers in 
the navy in anticipation of the situa- 
tion which confronts us today. To 
these suggestions the department has 
turned a deaf ear; it has certainly 
failed to make any récommendations 
of increase, The chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation and head of the per- 
sonnel of the navy, the representative 
of the Secretary of the Navy in all 
matters pertaining.te the personnel, 
stated in his hearing before the Naval 
Committee ,that ‘“‘the navy is pre- 
pared to meet any foe in the Pacific.” 
He must have had in mind the idea 
that the Atlantic Fleet should pass 
through the canal to defend the west 
coast, but it appears that this fleet 
cannot leave the Atlantic Coast, and 
furthermore it would be impossible at 
present for it to pass through the canal. 
The chief of personnel also satisfies 
himself by making the statement that 
we have more men now than we have 
had at any time in the navy, and that 
our ships are manned better than ever 
before. In all these statements he ‘is 
contradicted by the commanders in 
chief of the fleets and by the facts as 
they exist. It is plain that his atti- 
tude, and that of the department, has 
been simply one of self-defense, an 
attempt te excuse the neglect to meet 
@ condition that has been anticipated 
by other advisers of the Secretary and 
by the whole service for the last three 
years, 

Two so-called preparedness ‘meas- 
ures have thus far passed Congress as 
far as the navy is concerned, The 
first one provides for an increase in 
the number of midshipmen at the 
Naval wlemy; the second provides 
for improvements at the New York 
and Mare Igland navy yards, to facill- 
tate the building of battleships. It is 
plain that the midshipmen will not be 
available for four years to come and 
that the battleships will not be ready 
for commission inside of three years. 
In other words, the preparedness 
measures practically amount to noth- 
ing in the present emergency. One of 
them is purely political, je

So may anything be a commodity—the 
law itself, political preferment in 
Mahoning County, or personal fame.

BREAKING THE EMBARGO. 

The Presidents of fifteen Eastern 
railways and Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner CLARK have made a 
combination for the purpose of break- 
ing the embargo. This conspir- 
acy for the promotion of trade lacks 
énly the co-operation of shippers, 
who do not yet. seem to see their true 
interest. Instead of aiding either the 
Commission or the railways they are 
fighting the proposals of both. For 
example, New York is opposing be- 
fore the Commission the proposal] of 
the railways to break the embargo by 
raising storage rates as @ means of 
~putting pressure upon shippers to 


bh 


free days by five-day steps to 1 and 
4 cents per 100 pounds, 


Speaking for general trade, ir- 
respective of the particular interests 
of either railways or shippers, it 
would seem reasonable to say that a 
first step toward breaking the ém- 
bargo is that shippers should prompt- 
ly take the goods delivéred at destina- 
tion, thus emptying the cars for other 
uses and enabling the railways to de- 
vote their attention to transportation 
rather than to warehousing. The in- 
crease of. demurrage on cars is- an- 
other proposa] tending to increase the 
supply of cars at a time of shortage 
without disturbing the general rate 
structure. On this a compromise 
agreement has been reached subject 
to ratification by the representatives 
of shippers. If these first easy steps 
cannot be taken the situation must be 


left to work itself out either for better 


or worse until the severity’ of the 
embargo compels the conflicting in- 
terests |to accommodate their differ- 
ences. . - 
The case before the Commission upon 
the above points is strengthened by 
the remarks of Mr. Drxon, Vice 
President of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
way, regarding the embargo. / Sixty- 
eight per cent, of the congestion on 
that road is due to domestic business, 
the export or munition trade being 
unimportant. The responsibility of 
the shippers for the conditions is 
illustrated by the order of one man 
for sixty cars and his complaint of 
nondelivery, although he could unload 
only two cars daily. Mr, Drxon gave 
other examples of the manner in 
which shippers gave unnecessary or 
speculative orders, relying upon the 
use of ‘the railways’ facilities of cars 
or warehouses for storage. “ Playing 
the markets” at the expense of the 
railways and to the embarrassment of 
trade necessities is the first cause 
assigned for the congestion of trade. 
A fault of that kind can best be re- 
moved by co-operation of both parties 
in good faith. The first step, Mr. 
Drxon argues, is that shippers should 
believe the railways when they say 
that they are raising storage and 
demurrage charges as a means of re- 
leasing their facilities: for more gen- 
eral and efficient use, and not as a 
means of increasing their freight 
rates by indirection. The desire of 
the railways is to make the use of 
their warehouses for speculation, and 
the misuse of their cars as ware- 
houses, unprofitable to shippers Trath- 
er than. more profitable to the rail- 
ways. The embargo is expensive to 
the railways as well as to shippers. 
The two sides should get together 
in mutual trust and assistance. Bet- 
ter yet, the shippers, if well ad- 
vised, will join the combination of the 
railways and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, each subordinating in- 
dividual troubles to the benefit of all.

Gets a often criticised and 

Vindication. even denounced- the 
‘ / antagonism  invari- 
ably shown by the representatives of 
organized charity—that is, scientific and 
enlightened charity—to the establish- 
ment of ‘* bread lines,’’ here or else- 
where. Only when it was necessary -to 
meet a great emergency—a disaster 
falling on practically everybody in a 
community—has such an indiscriminate 
doling out of food to all who apply for 
it ever passed without protest from the 
expert and experienced workers among 
the poor, and this fact has been in- 
stanced again and again as illustrating 
their coldness and lack of human’ sym- 
pathy. , 

But now, as the result of a careful 
investigation of the sort of service a 
bread line of its own here in New York 
has,been rendering, and to whom, the 
Salvation Army has decided to discon- 
tinue this kind of charity as doing more 
harm than good. Its discoveries Were 
exactly those made long ago by the or- 
ganized charity folk—that the bread line 
both creates and perpetuates pauperism, 
that it makes life without honest work 
deplorably and dangerously easy, and 
that the comparatively few cases of de- 
served relief of temporary destitution 
can be much better handled in other 
ways. 

This somewhat belated decision of the 
Salvation Army ‘encourages the hope 
that in time the tiresome chatter about 
the ‘“coldness’’ of scientific charity, 
and its liking for spending its money 
otherwise than in the “ giving to the 
poer,’’ will come to an end.

GERMANS IN ASIA MINOR. 


Plans for War with Russia Seen 
Early in 1914. 


University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, March 17, 1916. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Those who know the economic and \the po- 
litical situation of Turkey and the psy- 
chology of the Turk have looked with sus- 
picion and distrust on the recent manifesta- 
tion of strength and capacity on the part of 
the Turkish Empire. We have thought that 
the stimulant administered by the Kaiser's 
agents to their worthy ally would ultimately 
exhaust the last drops of energy of the 
patient, even by his very exertions. The 
Oriental proverb says that it is not possibie 
to run a water mill with pitcherfuls of water. 
A country that has passed through ceaseless 
wars and dissensions for the last five or six 
years; whose people are divided by all kinds 
of feuds, and united only in one point, i. ¢., 
against the Government for its abuses; where 
the economic resources have beeh ruined and 
commercial activity paralyzed because of the 
Government’s trying to exterminate its most 
useful citizens, the Armenians; a country 
which for five centuries has followed a 
career of oppression and destruction without 
achieving anything worthy of the name of 
civilization—such a country could not be 
expected to be rejuvenated overnight. 

We have all the time been expecting to 
see @ break somewhere and some time. The 
fall of Erzerum comes to justify our ex- 
pectations, and if the extent of the Russian 
victory is as great as the papers report, 
we shall not be surprised to see the whole 
Turkish Army demoralized. There is great 
probability of revolutions breaking out in 
Constantinople and other parts of the coun- 
try, one of the results of which will be the 
expulsion of the Germans, at the very least. 

As to who is responsible for the present 
war the convictions may differ, but we 
have no doubt that Turkey was dragged 
into it by the Germans, and it is very proba- 
ble that the leaders of the Young Turk Party 
had come to an agr@ement about it with 
the Germang either during the latter part 
of 19183 or the earlier part of the next year. 
It was in October, 1013, if I remember right- 
ly, that General Liman von Sanders appeared 
on the shores of the Bosporus at the head of 
a German military mission. The General 
was given the command of the Ottoman First 
Army, stationed at the Dardanelles &nd in 
Censtantinople. -This would have amounted 
to handing the key to the Eastern Empire 
to the Berlin Government. Accordingly, the 
Russian Ambassador launched a strong pro- 
test based on treaty stipulations. The re- 
sult was that General von Sanders was 
promoted to the rank of Field Marshal, and 
since in the Turkish Army a Field Marshal 
could not command ah army.corp, hé was 
made General In of the whole Turk- 
ish Army. There were feverish preparations 
going on, beginning with the arrival of the 
German military mission, and the Turkish 
Army was put under strict discipline and 
continuous drill. Barly in the Spring of 
1914 the Turks began to concentrate troops 
on the Black Sea coast and fortify some 





the Russians. ‘The writer is well aware of 
this faét, because one of his relatives. was 
an officer with one of these regiments con- 
centrated on the Black Sea. t, and per- 
sonally I, saw fortified positions on the 
heights commanding Samsoun, @ port on the 
Black Sea. On my way to the séashore, 
where I was going to take the boat for 
France, we continually met long caravans 
loaded with ammunition going to the eastern 
frontiers, and on June 21, 1014, I saw ship- 
loads of cannon and war material on ths 
wharves of Samsoun destined for Erzerum. 
We had no doubt as to the meaning, and 
it came to be known commonly that Ger- 
many was going to fight Russia through 
Turkey; however, nobody expected that the 
war would come 80 soon. 

Who can tell that the guns that sounded 
at Erzerum did not proclaim the dawning 
of a new era for the Eastern Christians, 
and the end of this infamous alliance be- 
tween a Christian nation and the arch enemy 
of everything which is sacred te eChristl- 
anity?

Chamberlain, from the Senate, goes 
much further and reperts a bill which 
presents substantially the increase rec- 
emmended bythe General Staff. If the 
House bill becomés law, we shall have 
try and six 
new regiments of field artillery besides 
fifteen new companies of engineers and 
fifty-two new companieg of cdast artil- 
léry. If the Senate bill becomes law, we 
shall have thirty-four new regiments of 
infantry, ten new regiments of cavalry, 
and fifteen new regiments of field ar- 
tillery, besides ninety-two additional 
companies of coast artillery and six en-. 
tirely new regiments of engineers. Mr. 
Hay's bill would give us, within the 
continental United States, three in- 
faatry divisions and one cavalry di- 
vision, besides an additional cavalry 
brigade. This is the same number of 
tactical organizations which we have at 
present, but our present divisions are 
partly skeletoniged and lack the req- 

uisite mumber of regiments to make 
them complete. Mr. Hay’s additions 
would complete them. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s bill would give us 
within the United States four infantry 
divisions and two. cavalry divisions. A 
fair argument can be made for each 
df these Propositions, Having in mind 
merely the military needs of the coun- 
try, preference should be given without 
hesitation to the larger proposal.

Experimen:s 
have been made with provisional com- 
panies, troops and batteries of the regu- 
lar army which have indicated that not 
only can the men be sufficiently trained 
within the shorter period but that there 
can be developed this way a much 
greater interest. and stimulus among 
hoth the men and their officers, Most 
of our progressive officers believe that 
under such a system of reward for pro- 
ficiency and good conduct the regular 
army might be made to appeal to a 
class of men which it does not now 
reach and that enlistments. would be 
very greatly increased if these better 
men felt that by applying themselves 
diligently they could get the requisite 
training and an honorable discharge 
after a year’s service.

He eventually became a barefooted 
Carmelite monk, and applied himself 
80 closely to his studies that he soon 
became a distinguished scholar. »His life 
Was -most austere; he lived on the 
coarsest and s\mplest food and spent 
weeks ‘in seclusion in the monastery. 
He studied, taught, preached and lived. 
his teachings for twenty years in ob- 
scurity. His fame slowly spread, how- 
ever, and Pope Leo installed him at the 
Vatican, where he was connected with 


| the. Congregation .of Indulgences’ and 


Sacred Relics. 

Cardinal Gotti was eventually raised 
to the Episcopacy and sent on a Papal 
mission to Brazil, with orders to re- 
store harmony among the Brazilian 
prelates. They were then in a state of 
turmoil as the result of the fall of Dom 
Pedro and the installation of the'repub- 
lic. Archbishop Gotti accomplished” his 
mission with signal success and was 
created a Cardinal in 1895. He became 
Prefect of the Propaganda im 1902, on 
the death of Cardinal Ledochowski. 

In spite of his greatness in the Church, 
Cardinal Gotti retained all t . austere- 
ness of his order in his home. Al- 
though he had his retinue of’ Legge 
secretaries, and his coat-of-arms, 
even a palace, in private life he ved 
with all the severity of the Carmeliteés.

-|In some fnatances specialties were bid 


up much out! of proportion with the 
advance in the majority of issues, but 
the list as & whole showed strength, 
the industrials leading and: the rail- 
road ‘shares following more quietly. 
There were as always spe¢ial reasons 
for some of the movements, but the 
strength of the market did not consist 
in advances in a number of isolated 
issues but in a general forward swing 
in response to general influences. 
These in turn were of two sorts; the 
surface influences and the underlying 
factors. The former: were those most 
talked of;+the latter were the ones 
really; responsible for the upward 
movement. - 

The interpretation put upon the 
Mexican matter was one of the chief 
of the surface influences. It was ar- 
gued that the expedition against Villa 
Was supplying a practical example of 
the need of preparedness, and that 
this would lead to quicker and more 
extensive action in the direction of 
increasing our military force. That; 
it was argued, meant orders for mu- 
nitions and supplies with more in- 
dustrial activity of the kind which 
accompanied the infloW of war 
orders from Europe. The argument 
was somewhat far fetched. The mar- 
ket, and more particularly the indus- 
trial issues, rose in seeming response 
to that argument, but, as a matter of 
fact, that was the excuse for the rise 
rather than the reason for it. 

Had there .been. no more solid 
ground for an upward movement in 
prices. than the prospective profits 
from the orders to be placed by the 
United States as a result of the in- 
cursion into Mexico to capture the 
chief of the Mexican outlaws the rise 
in the market would have to be 
reared on a very thin foundation and 
therefore presumably on a very inse- 
cure one. Actually the market went 
up as it did because bullish opera- 
tions were undertaken by traders un- 
der conditions which more perhaps 
than was generally realized favored 
a further regaining of the ground 
which had been lost between the 
culmination of the October movement 
ara the end of the period of liquida- 
tion which ran through January and 
February. 

A favorable interpretation having 
been put upon the Mexican matter, 
and European affairs, including the 
Pwar news from the western front and 
the German attitude in the sub- 
marine controversy, taking a nega- 
tive if not a positively favorable 
course, the underlying influence of 
commercial prosperity in the United 
States had a free field- in which to 
exert its influence upon the market. 
Moreover the technical positiom® had 
changed to the advantage of a for- 
ward movement. During the later 
stages of the February decline and 


first half of March ‘the short interest 
had been very considerably enlarged. 
The size which it assumed had in fact 
a good deal to do with the start of 
the upward movement, for when at 
the beginning of last week it was seen 
that the Mexican situation, which un- 
doubtedly contained elements of dan- 
ger, was not causing concern among 
the holders of stocks the shorts be- 
gan to take stock back. They soon 
had active competition from exten- 
Sive operations which were being 
conducted on the long side. The com- 
bined impulse of these two forces 


was responsible for the pronounced 


character of the rise on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Had stocks not been actually in 
scant supply and had the shorts cov- 
ered from a misconception of the 
market’s position, one would have ex- 
pected a quick falling back when the 
short covering slackened or came to 
an end, but no such result followed. 
On the contrary, the market held its 
ground and even made some further 
advance. Broadly viewed the move- 
ment in the market last week was not 
the result of the Mexican news, nor 
of the European news, but rather a 
further response to the extraordinar- 
ily favorable position of American 
business, The checks which the tech- 
nical position of the market had 
previously imposed upon a rise in 


ease in money had been somewhat 
loosened, giving freer play to forces 
which previously had been narrowly 
confined so far as their effect upon 
the ‘prices of stocks was concerned. 
Liquidation had been at work and so 
had short selling, the former actually 
lessening the supply of stock in brok- 
erage accounts and the latter creating 
a demand which became urgent when 
the shorts came to feel their position 


3 insecure. 


The restrictions upon the market 
had been lessened, but they had not 
been removed. This is a factor which 
has to be taken into consideration in 
any effort to determine the present 
power of the market to absorb stocks. 
So far as a rise in the market con- 
sists solely in a bidding up of,'prices 
without any increase in the amount of 
stock held in speculative accounts no 
very great tax is imposed upon cred- 
it, or on the credit facilities of brok- 
erage houses. It is when a rise adds 
substantially to the volume of spec- 
ulatively carried stock ‘that a forward 
movement causes a material impair- 
ment of the technical position. 

Seemingly the ‘technical position is 

not as strong as it wes week ago, 
but it also seems far from being as 


before the relief afforded by a fairly 
prolonged period of. liquidation. The 
market, then, would appear to have 
considerable leeway compared with 
its position two months ago. It: is 
exposed . to. surprises, among others 
1o the surprise of peace, though that 
seoms an unlikely immediate possi- 
bility, notwithstanding the talk which

view, This may be taken as showing 
how relatively unimportant a thing 
the stock market is, or it may be 
acepted as indieating that the mar- 
ket misjudges the probable effect of 
peace upon its own position. Actually 
the speculator seems to be becom- 
ing less afraid of peace than he was. 
Market circles give ear to talk of 
peace with much. less nervousness 
than was displayed some months ago. 
The truth is gradually bearing in on 
the minds of traders, of speculators 
generally, and of business men that 
the commercial and financial interests 
of this country are not bound up 
with the war. They have of course 
to fear the dislocations which will 
come with ending of war as they 
came with the beginning of war, but 
uniess all signs fail, so far as this 
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country is concérned, the disturbance jhe 


attendant upon the coming of peace 


compared with the disturbance which 
attended the coming of war will be 
as-a Summer shower to a hurricane. 

This country is doing a‘ lot of war 
business, but war business is not the 
foundation, of its prosperity. For 
every pair of shoes we are selling for 
the use of a soldier we are selling 
perhaps a hundred pairs for the use 
of people who.are engaged in. peace- 
ful pursuits. Our home trade is ten, 
a dozen, twenty, perhaps more, times 
our foreign trade. With the ending 
of war we would lose hut a fraction 
of our foreign trade, and that only for 
atime. It would not be long in all 
probability before our aggregate for- 
eign trade would be setting records 
exceeding even those established dur- 
ing this worst of wars. It would be 
unfortunate morally and economical- 
ly were our business men to come to 
pin their faith to the war as the 
foundation of their prosperity. That 


belief was widely held for a time, but 


it is waning, as false beliefs do. More 
and more are the probabilities align- 
ing themselves on the other side of 
the argument. Peace is to the inter- 
est of the United States as it is to 
that of all the rest of the world. It 
cannot come too soon.

RUSSIAN STOCKS STRONGER. 


Quotations Higher on London Ex- 
change on War Outlook. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, March 19. — America’s 
growing financial importance in for- 
eign fields received’ a fresh dem- 
onstration last week in the an- 
nouncement that the South African min- 
ing house of Lewis & Marks had en- 
listed the co-operation of important 
United States interests, with Adolph 
Lewisohn & Sons as managers, for the 
development and equipment of proper- 
ties on the Far Eastern Rand, Shares 
of the Hast Rand Mining Estates, the 
company chiefly concerned, responded 
smartly, but other South African min- 
ing stocks were less prominent, atten- 
tion being mainly concentrated on Rus- 
siun mining shares,. which were stead- 
ily supported all week. 

Owing to Russian military successes 
in the eastern theatre of war, and vague 
reports that Turkey is seeking peace, 
Caucasian and other Russian oil shares 
were also strong in tone. 

The Royal Mail’ Steam Packet Com- 
pany is offering £800,000 of new ordi- 
nary capital stock at par. The Orient 
Steam Navigation Company is rear- 
ranging its capital in order to give pre- 
ferred shareholders an opportunity to 
participate to a greater extent in the 
good profits now being earned. The 
annual report of the Court Line shows 
profits of £152,000 in 1915, compared 
with £42,000 the year before, and the 
dividend has been raise] from 10 to 16 
per cent. All events point to the flour- 
ishing condition of the shipping indus- 
try. 

The Stock Exchange Committee elec- 
tion, which takes place on March 20, is 
arousing much interest. Anti-German 
members are active, and forty ‘candi- 
dates have been nominated for the thirty 


seats, Certain members of enemy origin 
have already refused re-election. 

An extensive revised list of American 
securities acceptable to the Treasury 
under the mobilization plan has been 
prepared, and it is anticipated that 
Government plans for the deposit of the 
securities as an alternative to their sale 
will shortiy mature. It is reported that 
shares may be withdrawn from the Gov- 
ernment list, toaving bonds only, which 
would be weicomed by the stock market. 

The money market was easy at the 
beginning of last week, but there was 
greater stringency at the close. owing 
to the transfer of funds to the Govern- 
ment and large purchases of Treasury 
bills. A further moderate amount of 
Russian bills was offered in the dis- 
count market, which was otherwise 
very quiet, with conditions unchanged. 

At the end of February only five out 
of every thousand members of trade 
unions in the United Kingdom were un- 
employed, against ‘six per thousand a 
mcnth before. 


OPTIMISM IN PARIS. 


Firm Tone on the Bourse—Ster- 
ling’s Rise Checked.
